Christmas Report Ti aken 
Up by That Side. 


Danish West Indies Case in 
Process of Investigation.

ASHINGTON, April 1.—The in- 
W vestigation of charges made in 

connection with the Danish West 
Indies purchase was begun today be- 
fore the special committee appointed 
by Speaker Henderson. Besides the 
members of the committee, there were 
present Neils Gron, who brought the 
charges to the attention of Representa- 
tive Richardson, and quite a number 
of interested spectators. 

Gron was the first witness sworn by 
Chairman Dalzell. He said that, in 
February last, parties in Copenhagen 
who opposed the transfer of the Dan- 
ish West Indies to the United States 
conferred with him and brought to his 
attention the Christmas report. Chair- 
man Daizell asked who the parties 
were. The witness said they were 
members of the Danish upper house, 
but he did not think it proper to give 
their names. Gron said he was, at 
present, the representative in this coun- 
try of these parties. 

Gron gave way temporarily to Rep- 
resentative Alexander of Buffalo, who 
desired to make a complete disclaimer 
of amy knowledge of Christmas or the 
Denish transaction. 
had never seen Christmas, had never 
spoken to anyone in or out of Con- 
gress as to the Danich treaty, and had 
never heard it discussed by any one 
until the recent presentation of the 
matter to the House. 

Continuing his statement, Gron told 
of having secured a note of introduc- 
tion to Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio; of 
arranging to meet the latter in Wash- 
ington, his purpose b@ing, he said, to 
carry out assurances given at Copen- 
hagen that he would place the matter 
before influential men, and thus bring 
it to the attention of € and the 
public. The witness sa.d that Gen. 
Grosvenor concluded that it would be 
proper to lay the matter before the 
Secretary of State. This was done, and 
Gron said he jearned that the State 
Department held that it could take no 
action, and that the authorities here 
had in no way committed themselves 
to Christmas. 

Gron said that after Gen. Grosvenor 
had decid-d rot to proceed with the 
matter he (Gron) had prepared a state- 
ment for the Arsociated Presa; and had 
asked Crane, a newspaper man, to 
send someone from the Associated 
Press to him for the statement, and 
also to Gen. Greevenor for assuraaces 
as to Gron's standing. He learned 
later, throug Crane, that Gen. Gros- 
venor said he krew nothing about it. 
He said he was informed the day after 
he submitted the statement that the 
Associat-d Press could not use it. 
Afterward, he va'd, he submitted his 
statement to several papers, and more 
or less of it was printed. 

The witness then detailed how he had 
placed the matter before Representa- 
tives Richardson and Underwood, who 
had gone «ver the papers. 

“What was you: purpose in bring- 
ing it before members?” asked Mr. 
Dalzell. 

“To get it into the House and before 
the American people.” 

In response to inquiries, the witness 
took up various branches of the case! 
He said he represented those consti- 
tuting the “No Sale” party in Den- 
mark. He referred to the reports that 
he (Gron) had been himseif trying to 
obtain a commission for the sale of 
the islands, and that the whole matter 
was a quarrel between Christmas and 
himself over the commission. This 
Gron denied, and in support, read a 
letter stating that an old alliance be- 
tween certain Danish men and Ameri- 
cans in the fall of 1897, was declared 
off eighteen months ago. He mentioned 
the names of H. H. Rogers, Charies R. 
Flint and himself as the Americans in- 
terested at that time in negotiating. 
the sale of the islands. 

Asked specifically regarding a state- 
ment in the Christmas report to the 
effect that Rogers had agreed to ac- 
complish the sale of the islands for 10 
per cent. of the purchase money, Gron 
declared there was no such agreement. 
He described how the negotiations con- 
ducted by the committees in Denmark 
and America had progressed almost to 
a successful conclusion just before the 
Spanish War, when they were declared 
off in Denmark. Gron said he under- 
took to reopen the negotiations after 
the war. The committees. in Copen- 
hagen and Washington had not been 
dissolved. Christmas came to the 
United States in December, 1899. Gron 
was closely questioned as to whether 
a proposition was made for Christmas. 
Rogers and himself to divide the com- 
mission. He replied that there’ were 
various propositions. 

‘Asked as to the threat attributed to 
Rogers in the Christmas report (in 
which Rogers was made to say that

Gron sald he never was present at an 
interview between Rogers and Christ- 
mas. He had never heard Rogers 
make such a threat. He denied abso- 
lutely the statement that he (Gron) 
had signed a contract with Christmas 
by which he (Gron) and Rogers were 
to have two-thirds of the commission. 
He never had made any contracts of 
any character with Christmas, but the 
latter had made over a power of at- 
torney to him, which later he (Gron) 
repudiated. Rogers saw Christmas, he 
testified, but once. After that Rogers 
refused to see Christmas or answer his

At this potnt the committee took a 
recess untill 2 o'clock. When the in- 
vestigation wes resumed after recess, 
Representative Grosvenor appeared 
and made a statement concerning the 
subject. He spoke of receiving the 
note introducing Gron and of going 
over the papers with him. the time 
Mr. Grosvenor fe that matter 
should be looked inta with ‘a view of 
ascertaining if there was any irregnu- 
larity. With that end in view, he con- 
ferred with Chairman Cannon of the 
Appropriations Committee, and asked 
that, if an appropriation bill for the 
Danish purchase came in, action be 
deferred until Mr. Grosvenor returned 
from a western trip, and had en op- 
portunity of going over the papers. 
On his return to the city, Mr. Grosve- 
nor saw Secretary Hay in relation to 
the matter. It was the view vf the 
Secretary of State that there was noth- 
ing in the charges of which cognizance 
should be taken. 

Resuming his testimony, Gfon re- 
lated his connection with the Scandina- 
vian department of the National Re- 
publican Committee in 1894, to which, 
he said, Senator Hanna had appointed 
him. Later, he said, Senator Hanna 
gave him a letter of recommendation 
to the two Massachusetts Senators, 
Messrs. Hoar and Lodge, and the lat- 
ter in turn joined in a letter recom- 
mending Gron to the President for ap- 
pointment as ster to Siam. 

Gron said he was a Republican; had 
canvassed for that party in 1892 and 
1896, and in 1897 had been a candidate 
for the Danish mission.

BACON'S LITTLE SPUTTER. 
(BY THER NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, April 1.—In the ex- 
ecutive session of the Senate today 
Senator Bacon of Georgia offered a 
resolution requesting the President to 
defer the issuing of his proclamation 
announcing the acquisition of the Dan- 
ish West Indies under the terms of 
the treaty recently negotiated with 
Denmark until the pending investiga- 
tion of the charge of bribery made in 
connection with the treaty should be 
concluded by the House of Representa- 
tives. 

The resolution provoked a smart de- 
bate, which was participated in by 
Senators Bacon and Money, both Dem- 
ocratic members of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations on the one side and 
by Senators Cullom, Lodge, Hanna, 
Allison, Neilson and other Republicans 
on the other side. In presenting the 
resolution, Senator Bacon said that he 
brought it to the attention of the Sen- 
ate eut of a sense of duty and out of a 
high regard for the position of that 
body before the country. Mr. Bacon 
said that he did not for a minute ac- 
cept this report as true, but felt that 
inasmuch as the House had taken 
sufficient cognizance of it to order an 
investigation, the Senate should take 
some steps, in view of its recent action 
in ratifying the treaty, looking to the 
suspension of final action by this coun- 
try. 

Senator Bacon was interrupted fre- 
quently by blican *Sengtors, and 
when he took his seat there were sev- 
eral of them on the floor read@y to re- 
spond. They agreed to a man that 
the Senate was not called upon to take 
action under the circumstances. To 
take any such step as was contem- 
plated by the resolution under the cir- 
cumstances would be an insult to the 
government of Denmark. 

Senator Hanna denied all knowledge 
of Christmas or his mission, and ex- 
pressed his opinion that the transac- 
tion, so far as the United States gov- 
ernment was concerned, had been per- 
fectly clean. 

Senator Bacon closed the incident by 
saying that he would not press the 
resolution, in view of the expressions 
of so many Senators, and in conseé 
quence of this announcement, the Sen- 
ate adjourned without taking action.

Floods Again Devastate 
Southern States. 


Wheels of Industry soe 
Idle in Jackson. 


Five Million Dollars Will not 
Cover the Loss in Mid- 
dle Tennessee.

JACKSON (Miss.) April 1.—After a 
rise of forty feet since last Thurs- 
day, Pearl River is now almost sta- 
The river is now four or 
five miles wide at Jackson. It is higher 
than ever known, and has done incal- 
culable damage to farmers and stock- 
men. Back water from the river cov- 
ers the Illinois Central tracks near 
Byram, and the last train to go south 
got through last night. Illinois Cen- 
tral trains from Memphis te New Or- 
leans come to Jackson via Holly 
and co from Jackson to 
Natchez over the Mississippi Valley. 

The Alabama and Vicksburg has five 
miles of track under water on the 
other side of the river from this city, 
and three miles of the roadbed is torn 


up. 

The Gulf and Ship Island road is in 
about the same fix, and their bridge is 
damaged. There is six feet of water 
over their tracks on the Rankin side 
of the river. Nearly every industry 
in Jackson is stopped, and hundreds 
of workmen are idle because of the 
b down of the water works. The 
Pp ping station is at least twenty 
feet under water. 

Stories of distress from the’ Pearl 
River Valley are reaching Jackson 
and relief parties probably will be sent 
from here.

OF NEGRO SERVANT. 


SHOT, MRS. FURBUSH AND HER TWO 
DAUGHTERS. 


Knowledge That He Was About to 
Be Arrested for Theft Inspired Crime. 
Two of His Victims Dead and the 
Other Likely to Die. 


InY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.! 

PHILADELPHIA, April 1.—Fearing 
that he woula be arrested for theft, 
William M. Lane, a colored butler. shot 
and killed his employer, Mrs. Killa J. 
Furbush, her twelve-year-old daugh- 
ter Madeline, and probably mortally 
wounded another daughter, Eloise, 
aged 7 years, at their home. No, 652 
North Fifteenth street, shortly before 
noon today. Lane, who is 25 years old, 
escaped from the house, and four hours 
later was captured by Fhiladelphia de- 
tectives while waiting in Camden. N. 
J.. to board a train for Bridgeton, N. J. 
He was immediatety brought to this 
city, was identified by little Eloise, and 
confessed his crime. 

The murder was one of the most 
cold-blooded that has been committed 
in this city for some timie. Mrs. Fur- 
bush lived with her two daughters in 
a fine four-story house, which was fur- 
nished with all the comforts that an 
ample purse could provide. Lane had 
been her butler since Christmas, and 
beside him she had another colored 
Servant, a woman named Agnes. Re- 
cently Mrs. Furbueh had been missing 
small amounts of money, and finally 


| she informed the police, who began an 


investigation, which was still in prog- 
ress when today's tragedy was en- 
acted. Suspicion fell on Lane and a 
warrant was sworn out for his arrest. 

According to Lane's confession, he 
raw Mre. Furbush on Monday night 


) counting a large roll of bills. Knowing 
where she kept the money. he bided hi« 


time, and at an opportune momen: late 
in the evening he stole $70. This morn- 
ing Mrs. Furbush missed the money 
and questioned the colored man, but 
he denied all knowledge of having seen 
it. Expecting that the theft would be 


placed on him, and that Mrs. Furbush 
would have him arrested, Lane planned 
to murder the mother and children, rob 
the house and disappear. 

At 11 o'clock he went to the third 
floor and found Mrs. rbush in one 
‘of the middie rooms. He instantly shot 
her twice, once in the breast, and then 
through the heart. She died instantly. 
Eloise, who was in another room, hear- 
ing the noise, ran in to see what was 
the matter, and as she entered Lane 
shot her in the abdomen. She fell, and 
he thought he had killed her. Without 
even attracting the attention of the 
other servant, who was ironing in the 
out-kitchen, Lane went to the front 
door and called in Madeline, who was 
skating on roller skates on the side- 
walk. He told her that her mother 
wanted her on the third floor, and 
without the slightest suspicion of the 
tragedy that was being enacted, and 
that she was going to her death, Made- 
line climbed the satire without remov- 
ing her skates. She went into a room 
adjoining that in which her mother lay 
dead. Lane followed her and as she 
cheerily called her mother, the negro 
shot her through the heart, killing her 
instantly. 

Lane made a full confession. He is 
the son of a preacher whe lives in 
Bridgeton, and he has served a term 
in the Mt. Holly Jail for larceny, and 
has been confined in the Huntington, 
Pa.. Reformatory. 

There seems to be a mystery regard- 
ing the domestic life of Mrs. Furbush. 
In the neighborhood where she lived 
she was variously known as Mrs. Fur- 
bush and Mrs. Fisher. The woman, 
who was 47 years old, was weil sup- 
plied with money, owned the fine house 
she lived in, had her own horses and 
carriages, and lived a life of ease. 

As a result of an investigation Cor- 
oner Dugan is endeavoring to secure 
the attendance at the inquest of 
Charies A. Furbush, a wealthy manu- 
facturer of millinery of this city.

plied with, in its full spirit and intent, 
by the impaneling of a grand jury 
in the last days of December, to hold 
bi-weekly sessions through the first 
three months of the next year, and 
then adjourn for good. If the object 
is to avoid treading on anyone's corns, 
the plan is a good one, but supposing 
the object is to hold would-be law- 
breakers in check, it would certainly 
be far more effective to have a grand 
jury “on tap,” as it were. 

However, if the local court, for rea- 
sons that are not altogether appar- 


ent, chooses to place obstacles in the } 


way of ap official standing grand jury, 
the next best thing is to have an un- 
official body of the kind, composed of 
responsible and representative citizens, 
who will make it their business to see 
that the bandage does not occasionally 
drop from one of Madam Justice's 
eyes. 


HE WEATHER MAN HAS DONE 
WELL. 

It is two months since The Times 
published its latest review of the sea- 
son's rainfall, with a discussion of 
probabilities. Since then, there has 
been a great change, and a change for 
the better. Good, soaking rains in 
February and March, coming at an 
auspicious period of the season, have 
materially changed the outlook. 

When we last wrote, at the end of 
January, the outlook was rather blue. 
The total] rainfall for the season, up 
to January 31, bad amounted to only 
3.99 inches, or not quite half the av- 
erage, up to that date, for twenty-four 
years. Since then, 3.35 inches of rain 
has fallen in February, and 2.98 inches 
in March, bringing the total rainfall 
for the season, until March 31, up to 
10.32 inches. The average for the 
month of April, which practically 
cldses the fainy season, is 1.36 inches. 
Adding a third of an inch for the rest 
of the season, this would give us a 
total, for the season 1901-02, of twelve 
inches, as compared with an average 
for twenty-four — of 15.41 inches. 
If, however, we ine the records of 
the past eight seasons, we shall find 
that we are doing very well, in com- 
parison. The figures are as follows:

Another thing to be remembered is 
the fact, generally recognized by our 
farmers, that an inch of rainfall after 
the end of January is worth at least 
two inches before Christmas. 

The result of these welcome rains 
has been to put a smiling appearance 
on the face of Mother Nature, and of 
those who directly depend upon her 
bounty. We cannot, of course, expect 
a full crop of non-irrigated products, 
but the crops promise to be fatr. 
What is needed now is a little sunny, 
warm weather, to bring on the late- 
sown’ grain.

coming her way, just now.

DUCATING THE FILIPINOS. 

Perhaps the most encouraging 
feature of the situation inthe Philip- 
pine Islands is the progress that is 
making in the education of the Fill- 
pinos, and their eagerness to acquire 
education. Nothing could be better 
calculated to inspire them with con- 
fidence in American methods afd mo- 
tives than the efforts which our gov- 
ernment has made and is making to 
place the advantages of education 
within their reach. This good work 
should go on, and undoubtedly will go 
on, so long as American authority 
governs in the archipelago. 

The beneficial results of this work 
will be more apparent a few years 
from now than it will be in the imme- 
diate future. As these people become 
better educated, get into closer touch 
with modern civilization, and learn 
more about the American system of 
government, they will perceive that 
our occupation of the islands was im- 
measurably the best thing that could 
have happened to them and theif 
country. It is perfectly safe to say 
that if we can have a few years of 
peace and educational progress in the 
islands, the great majority of the Fili- 
pinos will be unwilling to have our 
flag withdrawn under any circum- 
stances or conditions. There are, to- 
day,. thousands of Filipinos who are 
far more loyal to the American flag 
than are some Americans—botn in 
and out of Congress—who are denoun- 
cing the Philippine policy of our gov- 
ernment, in season and out of season. 

A late report from Manila states 
that there are about one hundred and 
fifty thousand Filipino pupils enrolled 
in the schools which have been es- 
tablished by our government, and that 
more than half of the number named 
are in t attendance at these 
schools. This is an excellent showing, 
when we take into consideration the 
fact that civil government is not yet 
fully established, and that the educa- 
tional work is as yet only fairly 
begun. 

Between three and four’ thousand 
Filipinos are giving elementary in- 
struction, and of these about half are 
themselves receiving lessons in Eng- 
lish daily. Within the eight months 
preceding the report above referred to, 
American teachers to the number of 
645 have gone to their several stations 
in different provinces. The present 
demand for schools is far in excess of 
the supply. More American teachers 
are needed. The Filipinos—adults as 
well as children—are clamorous for in- 
struction, and in many cases they are 
very apt pupils. Large numbers of 
private schools have sprung up, and 
they are doing an active business. 
This fact, in itself, is significant as 
showing the keen interest that is felt 
in educational work. 

It is recalled, in this connection, 
that some thirty years ago, when the 
desire for western education awoke in 
Japan, American and European teach- 
ers were employed in large numbers, 
while the work is now carried on al- 
most wholly by native teachers. It 
is predicted that a similar experience 
may be expected in the Philippines, 
after the school system sbal] have 
been thoroughly established, and Fili- 
pinos shall have become qualified as 
teachers. This time will, however, be 
some years in the future, and in the 
mean time large numbers of Ameri- 
can teachers, of both sexes, will find 
in the Philippines an extensive and 
not unattractive field for the exercise 
of their calling. 

The eagerness of the Filipinos for 
education is, as has been said, one 
of the most encouraging features of 
the situation in the archipelago. 
This desire for knowledge should be, 
and, of course, will be, encouraged by 
our government in every ligitimate 
way. In the progress of education, 
more than in anything else, lies the 
hope of these islands and their peo- 
ple. It was the policy of the Span- 
jards to keep the natives in ignorance, 
so far as possible. The fact that the 
Americans are pursuing a policy so 
diametrically opposite to that of Spain 
should serve to show the Filipinos 
that our purpose is to enlighten and 
uplift them—rather than to oppress 
and degrade them. ‘

Home Associations are 
All Watched. 


State Officials’ Eyes are 
Kept on Them. 


Building and Loan Commis- 
sioners Will Soon Make 
an Inspection. 


The State authorities are keeping a 
watchful eye on the so-called home co- 
operative associations that have sprung 
up like mushrooms in San Francisco 
and.Los Angeles in the last few 
months. ; 

The cause of the vigilance is the ad- 
verse criticism that has been —— 
forth by the operations of these cén- 
cerns in other States. The press and 
pubiic officiais have been active in 
exposing doubtful investment schemes 
in various localities, and some of the 
home caiperative associations have 
been classed as such. 

The recent knockout of thg tontine 
diamond investment scheme and sev- 
eral similar catchpenny concerns has 
helped to rivet attention to the home 
coOperative institytions, and the effect 
of the late smash-ups on the home ds- 
sociations, rome of which are run on 
the same gencral plan, is watched with 
interest, not by the State officials only, 
but by the public generally, especialiy 
those who have become investors in 
the schemes. 

The Attorney-General of California 
has expressed himself as regarding in- 
vestment concerns of this sort in a very 
Goubtful light, and he has promised to 
assist the State Board of Building and 

Commissioners in whatever ac- 
tion it may take for the suppression or 
regulation of such associat 

Acting on the advice of the Attor- 
ney-General, the Building and Loan 
Commissioners assumed control of all 
home codperative associations in the 
State the latter part of February, and 
refused ¢o allow any of them to do 
business in this State without being 
licensed by the board. Most of them 
had to alter their forms of contract and 
revise their bylaws in certain particu- 
lars before a license would be granted 
them. , For one thing, all insurance 
featu had to be eliminated, and a 

rantee for fulfillment of contracts 
provided. 

At first there was a disposition on 
the part of the managers of some of 

e concerns to ignore the Butiding and 

n Commission, but after publication 
in The Times that the board would be- 
gin action against all such associations 
attempting to do business without li- 
cense, there was a rush to procure the 
necessary permit, and to make a show 
of conforming with the provisions of 
the State laws. 


At the time of the last meeting of 
the commussioners, twenty-six applica- 
tions for license had been received, and 


in most cases granted. A few were held 
up pending a revision of contracts and 
bylaws so as to conform with the 
statutes. The price of a license is only 
$10, so the exaction of a fee works no 
hardship on any of the concerns, even 
though their capital is small. The 
plan of operation of most of them. is 
such that practically no capital stock is 
required to start a home cotoperative 


association. 
Some of the associations licensed 
have already gone out of business. 


Among those which threw up the 
sponge, according to the statement of 
a member of the Board of Building and 
Loan Commilesioners, was the uilt- 
able of San Francisco, which had given 
promise of being one of the largest 
and most solid of the institutions of 
the kind in the northern part of the 
State. The president of this one gave 
ht up on account of the persona) liabil- 
ity involved. 

In Los Angeles about half a dozen 
associations are struggling for a foot- 
hold, one or two of them being man- 
aged by men of acknowled good re- 
pute, and with a considerable member- 
ship already enrolled. Others officered 
by men not so well and favorably 
known, are said to be making  (Iittle 
headway. 

In fact the stability and success of 
the associations appears to depend 
largely upon the personnel of the men 
running them. The plan of organiza- 
tion and operation is such, in most 
cases, that it is an easy thing for the 
persons conducting the business to 
drop out when convenient, leaving the 
contract-holders and contributing mem- 
bers in the lurch. 

Any Tom, Dick and Harry can organ- 
ize a home cotiperative association 
modeled after the ones which seem to 
have had their inception at Kansas 
City, from which place they branched 
out to the various cities of the West. 
A few hundred dollars to pay for a 
prospectus, buy office stationery and 
pay a month's office rent, is about all 
the capita! required. The members, 
as soon as they gre acquired, furnish 
the capital to do the rest. As long as 
they make their regular monthly pay- 
ments everything will run along 
smoothly, for there is a rake-off from’ 
all the moneys paid in, which consti- 
tute the “expense” fund. When the 
membership is large the expense fund 
is ample to y all necessary running 
expenses and leave a handsome profit 
to the managers of the concern, beside. 

There is also a reserve fund which 
is tak out of the monthly assess- 
ments, which in the. course of time 
mustiamount to a good deal. The ob- 
jects |of this reserve fund are rather 
v , according to the prospectuses 
of some of the associations, and it 
would be an easy thing for the per- 
sons controlling it to gobble it, in 
case they took a sudden notion to quit 
business. 

While the associations are coipera- 
tive in name, most of them are not so 
in fact. The members codperate only 
in the payment of dues. They have no 
voice in the business management or 
election of officers, and they must nec- 
essarily trust to the integrity of those 
“ control for the fulfillment of prom- 
ses. 

It can readily be seen, therefore, 
to what extent investors in these con- 
cerns could be duped if there were no 
State board of control. It is to pre- 
vent possible frauds of this kind that 
the State Board of Building and Loan 
Commissiosers was created. 

Under section 6 of the Building and 
Loan Act, the Bullding and Loan Com- 
missioners are given power to close up 
any institution coming under their 
jurisdiction which tn thelr judgment 
appears to be of doubtful character.

vent them from doing business on the 
plans outlined in their prospectuses, 
second, to let them run unmolested un- 
t!l they should exhaust themselves or 
prove that they were of bene- 
fit to their patrons, or, third, to license 
them and keep them under State super- 
vision, so as to detect any fault in 
the management that might ensue, 
and hold the managers résponsibie. 
After due deliberation the last-named 
course was adopted as the fairest to 
all parties concerned. 

The books and accounts of all these 
associations are subject to tion 
at least once a year by the 
and Loan Commissioners, and if any 
irregularity is found itn the course of 
such inspection it will Be at once re- 
ported to the Attorney-General, who, 
will proceed against the responsible 
parties, as the circumstances may 


merit.

Most Magnificent Train 
for California to Start 
Next Fall.
